Inventive step of independent claim 16 

Documents D1 and D2 for instance can be considered as relevant prior art related to 
a seat belt tension indicator according to the features of independent claim 1 . 

The difference of claim 1 over D1 or D2 Is essentially that said indicator is combines 
within a resilient withdrawal of the belt the indication for correct belt installation and a 
deceleration limitation under further withdrawal of the belt. 

The objective problem resulting from such difference is to provide an improved 
attachment of child seat. 

The solution for the problem appears not obvious from D1 or D2 as no incentive can 
be found for a use of the features as claimed in combination by claim 1 . 

The subject matter of the independent claim 1 of the present application appears 
therefore to fulfill the requirement for inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

Dependent claims 2-20 disclose further useful features of the invention, therefor 
also fulfilling the requirements of PCT. 

Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1(a)(ii) PCT, the relevant baclcground art 
disclosed in the documents D1 - D4 is not mentioned In the description, nor are 
these documents identified therein. Figure 2 of D4 for Instance is related to aspects 
as indicated in claim 20 and description page 8 of the present application which are 
not represented in the mentioned figure 13 of the application. 

The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT).
